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igaprovements in the Manufacture 
er Confectionegy. 
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The candy trade is a fruitful sub- 
ject of discussion. To show the 
improvement that has been effected 
in this branch of business and enu- 
merate the varieties of candies and 
the different methods of preparation 
would tire the patients of the ordi- 
nary reader. The tendency all the 
time is to increase the variety and 
prepare the sugared dainties in new 
ur‘i more attractive forms. The de- 
m .d is for better candy, that is, 
purer and less injurious. Now, in 
all the best candy manufactories 
there is littie if anything of an inju- 
rious nature that enters into the 
composition ofcandy. ‘hey are all 
willing tohave their candy analyzed. 
In some fine candies the color green 
often deters purchasers from buying, 
but this color is derived from the 
pistache almond, which is imported, 
and is as healthful an almond in 
every respect as the white one. The 
best coniectioners use many of these 
green almunds. 

The great candy center of the 
country is Philadelphia. There the 
choicest and best candies are manu- 
factured. New York comes next in 
point of quality and quantity. Bos- 
ton is also growing in importance in 
this respect. The best sugared al- 
monds are to be obtained in Phila- 
delphia, and are worth 60 cents per 
pound. Among the delicacies in the 
market at present may be mentioned 
papillotes trom France with lemon 
and vanilla flavoring. lt has been 
sold here since Christmas, and comes 
in water form. It forms a kind of 
caramel, andtheglazed candy is filled 
with nuts. Pine-appie rolis are an- 
other favorite, consisting of a piece 
of pineapple in ac@am roll. This is 
of regent date, also. 

‘*St. Nick’s chocolates’”’ are new, 
and are manulactured in Philadelphia. 
‘the interior consists of ground nuts 
and a chocolate preparation sur- 
sounded by a layer of chocolate. 
Chocolate maracenes are made of 
chocolate, vanilla, and a small pro- 
portion of ground nuts, Chocolatina 
is a compound of chocolate, consist- 
ing of a bail coated with cream 
with an outside layer of chocolate. 
A great item of the candy trade 
has been the gum drop. There 
is always asaleior gum drops. Pure 
drops are made of gum arabic and 
sagar, and sell for 50 cents per 
pound. Inferior gum drops contain 
gelatine and glucose. ‘These sell 
anywhere from 15 to 40 cents per 
pound. 

The popularity of the gum drop is 
doubtiess due to the fact that it can 
be kept in the mouth long and 
chewed upon, which accounts aiso 
for the demand for caramels, marsh 
maliow drops and molasses candy. 
‘Lhe last named is always in demand, 
and is one of the oldest kinds of 
candies in existence. It will prob- 
abiy always be in demand so long as 
candies are made and sold. Good 
rock candy 18 always sought itor. 
Pure rock candy is crystallized sugar. 
The best is always on a string, and 
‘when heid up to the light is aimost 
as clear as glass. The cheap rock 
candy consists of the drippings from 
the former. Kock candy is made in 
smail kettles. A string is drawn 
across them and the candy is made 
by dropping pure sugar syrup On the 
strings. ‘Tbe syrup is hot, and when 
it cools it forms the rock candy as 
we see it. Ali of it, however, does 
not adhere tothestring. That which 
setties on the bottom and edges v1 
the kettle is the settlings, and con- 
tains some impurities. ‘This is bro- 
ken up and sold for rock candy at 
reduced prices. Broken candy is 
generally in good request. For 
peppermint and wintergreen drops 
there is always a sale, and they 
are about as staple an article now 
as there is in the market. 

Yeais ago cocoanut cakes were a 
great fovorite, especially with clil- 
dren. ‘They consisted of covoanut 
cut up and mixed with sugar, oi 
White, reu auu brown color, being 
flut and of circular iorm, and a littie 
large. than a silver uOliar. ihey 
are vid in the market now, but not 
lo such an eXtent as in years youe 
by. Cvcvanut stil enters very 
laspely swiw tue manufacture of can- 
uy, vut in ditlerent forms, rene 
nougule uave come into prominence 
iM We pastiew years. Tuey consict 
Oi marshmaliow paste and almonds. 
dbey are soid In various forms and 
some of them ure coated with choc 
Oimre, eure Blick candy, except 
m: lasses candy, the city trade hus 
decreased.

Read the Answer im the Skies. 


Rain follows two or three consecu- 
tive boar froste. 

A shower of hail in the daytime is 
usually followed by frost at night. 

A tinted balo around the sun at 
setting occurs in long-continued 
rainy weather. 

Red-finged cleuds, high up at 
evening, are followed by wind, oe 
casionally by rain. 

If, ona fine day, the dust suddenly 
rise in a revolving, spiral column, 
rain is near. 


Rainbows are unreliable, except 
they occur in the morning, when 
rain may be expected. 

A dazzling metallic luster on 
foliage, during a cloudless day in 
summer, precedes a change. 


Sun-dogs and fragments of 
matic colors during tiie day 
continued unsettled weather. 


No dew in the morning is mostly 
followed by rain, and a heavy dew 
in the evening by a fine day. 


A halo around the moon, especially 
if some distance from it, isa sure in- 
dication of downfall at hand. 


If after rain drops of water still 
hang on the branches and twigs and 
to window frames the rain will re- 
turn, but if they fall and the wood- 
work dries, fine weather is at hand. 


Stones turn damp before wet; at 
the same time it must be observed 
that the fact of their doing so does 
not invariably indicate rain, for they 
will do so occasionally before heat. 


If the oJ be a dull gray, and the 
sun rises clear, gradually dispersing 
the vapors, it will be fine. If he re- 
tires behind the elouds, and there 
are reddish streaks about, it will 
rain. 


Often a beautiful sunset will be 
followed by a bad day. After a 
rainy day, suddenly at sunset in the 
far west will appear a magnificent 
streak of crimson (not copper col- 
— )—this generally foretelis a fine 

ay. 

Mists at evening over low-lying 
ground or near a river precede fine 
and warm days. If a mist in the 
morning clears off as the sun gets 
higher, it will be fine, but if it set- 
tles down again after lifting a little, 
rain is at hand. 


The man who ie out-of-doors at 
sunrise can form a pretty accurate 
opinion of what the day isto be. If 
just before sunrise the sky, espe- 
cially in the west, is suffused with 
red, rain generally follows in the 
course of the day. In winter, often 
snow. 

Huge piled-up masses of white 
cloud ina blue sky, during winter, 
indicate snow or hail. If small, 
dark clouds float below the upper 
ones, moving faster than they, rain 
will follow, as it will if, in the morn- 
ing, low, hanging, pale brown.

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The presence of German-Ameri- 
cans in the Fatherland is regar ‘ed 
with disfavor. At least a paragraph 
appeared in a ‘Berlin paper last 
Tuesday that is calculated to cause 
such a belief. It gives notice, first, 
that by adecision of the German 
Government, inferior administra- 
tive authorities will in future take 
no notice of complaints regarding 
the expulsion from Germany of 
Germans who lost their German 
citizenship by a five years’ resi- 
deuce in other countries, together 
with the acquisition of some foreign 
citizenship; second, that such de- 
nationalized Germans are subject to 
immediate expulsion from Ger- 
maby, ubpless they bave re-acquired 
German citizenship; third, that the 
law of 1870, which compels the 
Judges to grant German citizenship 
to Germans who, by a long resi- 
dence in foreign countries, have 
lost their rights as Germans, does 
not apply to those who, during 
their residence abroad, have ob- 
tained citizenship from some foreign 
nation. In special cases such per- 
sons may, at the discretion of Ger- 
man authorities, regain their Ger- 
man rights. But it is plainly the 
intention of this administrative de- 
cision to force attention to the lia- 
bility of expulsion from Germany 
of denationalized Germans who at- 
tempt to return to Germany regard- 
less of their intention or declaration 
to again become German subjects. 


A man’s first duties are to his 
family and himself. The State 
should not make those primary du- 
ties more difficult by taxing any of 
the necessaries of life. The wneces- 
sity for the major portion of the 
enormous revenue needed by gov- 
ernment arises from vice and folly 
in their various forms, The causes 
of taxation should bear the burden 
of taxation. Says Jobn Philip Phil- 
lips in the American Mayazine: 


All public revenues should be 
drawn from indirect taxes upon con- 
duct and conditions more or less ini:n- 
ical ty the general welfare. Luxuries, 
vices, foilies, excessive wealth, and all 
conduct, either of citizens or for- 
‘ eigners, which tends to generate evil 
and injustice, should be taxed as far 
as practicable. Such a system of tax- 
atien would necessarily have acorrela- 
tive effect, viz., the encouragement of 
virtuous acts by freeing them from 
public burdens. 

Instead of a policy that would make 
it impossible for any individual to 
ever become the absolute owner of a 
homestead—that would make man- 
kind more nomadic and lessen their 
interest in and affection for their 
homes—the State should encourage 
every man to get a piece of ground 
and a home of bisown. To this end, 
all homesteads, to a limited amount of 
value, should be exempt both from 
taxation and from attachmemts for 
debt. Thetendency of such a mea- 
sure would be silently to prevent and 
cure the evil of a monopoly of land 
by a comparatively few, as well as the 
evil of a tenant population with litle 
interest in the soil upon which their 
toil and lives are spent. 
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A cheerful feeling prevails among 
business men and others of Califor- 
bia, owing to the continued show- 
ers of rain throughout the State. 
A bountiful yield of grain is now 
insured, while the truit, wine and 
wool crops promise to be unusually 
large.

A Brick-Makers’ Strike. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 14. 

A proposition was urged upon the 
brick manufacturers of this city last 
night, that they should enly wey ov 
Knights of Labor in their yard. This 
was refused, and a resolution was 
adopted that nnless the present diffi- 
culties between the Knights of Labor 
and mauufacturers is settled by Satur- 
day, the manufacture of bricks will 
cease on that date. This would result 
in throwing 5,000 men out of employ- 
ment.
